The National League has been dominated by two great clubs 
since ite inception in 1977. For the firat 8 years, the 
now-defunct Sydney City ruled supreme, winning six 
championships in the process, Since that great club fell 
by the way side, the Marconi Soccer Club has taken over 
the reigns as Australia's answer to Liverpool, 


Marconi has been built on very solid foundations (unlike 
many clubs in Australia) with the early founder members 
having the foresight to establish and develop a home base 
and built a team which hae moved forward steadily, and is 
now reaping the benefits of their forward thinking, and 
no doubt continue to achieve success in the future 


The Club'a humble beginnings began in 1957 when a group of 
dedicated Italian soccer fi eld @ meeting in a small 

shed and decided to enter a team in the amateur league under 
the name of Marconi S.C, in honour of Guglielmo Marconi, the 
famous Italian wireless inventor. The club's emblem displays 
a radio tower to maintain the link with the famous inventor, 
‘The small tin shed grew in stature as $120,000 was spent on 
the first stage of development in 1962, and not long after 
the club bought 22 acres of surrounding land to continue the 
development of what has now become a very fine stadium at 
Bossley Park, Such was the dedication by the Marconi 
administration that Middle Road, which led to the stadium, 
was re-named to Marconi Road. On the field, Marconi had a 
few tough years in becoming establiched early in their 
history and it wasn't until Les Scheinflug moved to Bossley 
Park that the club began to fulfil its ambitions, gaining 
Promotion to the NSii 1st Division in 1970, The club's first 
najor success came in 1973 when, under the guidance of Rale 
Rasic, they defeated Sydney City in the Grand Final.

Many soccer fans are still confused in regards to the make 
up of next season's National Soccer League. The recently- 
elected Conmissioners will follow the course set up last 
year by Dr Graham Bradley and the criteria he has recommend= 
ed will be the one by which clubs will be selected for the 
1991-92 season, 

At the end of this season, all clubs from all over Australia 
will be invited to forward their application to join the 
NSL, and each club will be closely scrutinised in line to 
the criteria of Dr Bradley, 

The main reconmendations of the Bradley Report for clubs is 
divided into four major directives. These ar 
{ ADMINISTRATION, 2 FINANCE, 3 DEVELOPMENT, 
4 ON PARK PERFORMANCE, 

The Commissioners shall award from 1 to 25 points for each 
area and will be looking for the following: 


ADMINISTRATION: The stability and professional manner in 
the way officials handle the problems associated with 
running a national league club, referee's reports, crowd 
promotion, meeting NSL requirements, ete, 

EINANCE: Each club will be scrutinised thoroughly as to 
their true financial situation, the ability and past 
history to meet their financial contractual commitments 
and the ability to meet payments on time, 

DEVELOPMENT: The time and effort put in by clubs ae to the 
development of the game within their area, in regards to 
schools, juniors and youth soccer. Aiso included in thie 
area is the facilities available, such as ground, playing 
surface, spectator facilities, social clubrooms, ete, 
Attendances will also be taken into consideration as well 
as club promotions. 

QN PARK PERFORMANCE: Although relegation will not apply 
in the usual manner this season, points will be awarded 
depending on the position clubs finish, The higher the 
standing the more points will be awarded, also taken into 
account will be the behaviour of players and spectators, 


Before S,G.C. can start considering applying for this new 
league, we must make sure that we do not finish last in this 
season's league. Our administrators have done a marvellous 
job in getting our club where it is today and ensure we 
Femain competitive within the best learue in Australia.
